No honorary degrees will lis con- 
ferred at this year's Kail Convoca- 
tion although about forty students 
Will receive their regular degrees. The 
convocation trill be hold In the Moyso 
Hail at 4.15 on Monday afternoon. 
The ceremony is usually held In con- 
nection with the Founder's Day cere- 
monies but since rounder's Day, this 
year, Tails on a Sunday The Fall Con- 
vocation lias been set for Monday, 
Oct. Tth. 

Sir Arthur Currle will deliver the 
opening address of the session usu- 
ally known as the Founder's Day Ad- 
dress. Due to Sir Arthur's illness the 
opening address was delivered by 
l>ean Martin last year. 

The> procession of students who 
ïiave succeeded in gaining their de- 
grees will form in the corridor of the 
Arts Building and will then march In- 
to Moyse Hall where the Rev. Abbott- 
Smith will give the opening prayer. 

The number of students who will 
receive degrees will be about forty. 
This is about the average number on 
whom degrees are conferred at the 
Fa'.l Convocation. Last year the num- 
ber of students was about the same 
as it is this fall. In addition to the 
degrees to students, several certifi- 
cates and dip'oinas will be awarded. 
There will, however, bo no honorary 
degrees. 

Convocation ceremonies axe usually 
attended by songs and a certain 
amount of hilarity. Last year students 
sang many of the popular college 
songs before and during the proces- 
sion. It is expected that a similar 
procedure will be followed this year. 

The list of students on whom de- 
grees are to be conferred and the de- 
grees, diplomas and certificates which 
will be awarded have not yet been 
published. It is expected that they 
will appear in a day or two in the 
Daily.

The opening of the Dock Exchange 
yesterday afternoon was witnessed by- 
some fifty students who rushed the 
door when business was started. AH 
were determined to have fi.st choice 
cf some of the scarcer books- Sales 
were unusualiy heavy between the 
hours of two and four, requiring the 
undivided attention of five men. At 
closing time five o'clock, when' the 
books were balanced, total receipts 
were found to amount to $:i5.00, an 
increase, of fifteen dol'ars over the 
previous day's record and an .increase 
of fifty-five dollars over last year's 
highest mark. 

Unfortunately many students- had 
t'e be turned away dissappointed, 33 a 
number of the books most in demand 
are those t\hich are not to be seen on 
the shelves of the Exchange. How- 
ever, there is an exceptionally large 
stock of books on hand and a number 
offhjjse for which there is most de- 
mand is expected to augment the pre- 
sent supply some time today.

That one net plays would be the 
feature of the coming season, was 
the announcement mado by George 
llow, tho President, at the first gen- 
eral meeting of tho Piuycrs' Club, 
held in the Union Tea Boom yesterday 
evening. In view of this enlarged 
program he said that there was mill 
room for those interested In dramatics. 

Tho President, speaking to a large 
audience, began by glancing rapidly 
over last year's successful program, 
lie was determined that the Club 
would maintain the high standard set 
up in the past season. This year they 
must cement the strong foundations 
already laid and establish themselves 
firmly as a popular and well-know 
body. 

This could only be done If everyone 
pulled their full weight. Siackncss on 
the part of any one person meant that 
someone else had to do more than h's 
full share, which told heavily when 
May came round. Tho Club, was not 
intended only for acting— ho himself 
had only a small part last year, and 
would certainly not act at all this 
year — but also to give people experi- 
ence in managing, organising and 
other useful important branches of 
theatrical work. 

Perfect Organization 

Last year there was tho skeleton of 
a very good organization but to be 
tho perfect whole, every muscle must 
act in cooperation with its ne'ghhour. 
He- was determined that their or- 
ganisation should bo perfect in all 
parts however unimportant they 
might seem to be. East season they 
had only two plays. This meant that 
some people who were not chosen for 
both had only one part in the whole 
session.

A purse of $2,000 was presented to 
Miss JTurlbatt, warden of tho II. V. C. 
for 1'3 years, by women graduates 
when tho news of her retirement was 
announced. In her reply to tho R.V.C. 
graduates Miss Hurlbatt spoko of her 
association Willi the college as a very 
happy experience. 

Tho President of tho McGIil Alum- 
nae Society wrote in tho last Issuo of 
tho McGIil news tho following appre- 
ciation of the former warden's ser- 
vices: 

''Neither our gift nor my words can 
do more than reflect a shadow of tho 
esteem and affection with which tho 
women graduates look back upon their 
years of association with you In tho 
Boynl Victoria College.

Thoro are Ihrco 
reasons for Ihn popularity of this 
cafeteria, tho primary ono being that 
It is the only e,ne available to the use 
of the students. Tho fact that the co- 
eds aro allowed to stand In lino with 
Iho men and eat at the same tables 
Willi them in t lie cafétéria contri- 
butes not a. little to Iti popularity. 
Another reason of no mean conse- 
quence Is tho cheapness of tho meals. 
Without- any reflection on the Union 
cafeteria at home you might bo In- 
terested to know that a lunch con- 
sisting of soup, pork chops, with 
apple sauce, beans and mashed po- 
tatoes, bread and butter, as well a.-« 
plum pudding, may be purchased at 
the U.B.C. for the sum of 23 cents.

These preliminaries over, we called 
at the Codego Office and obtained,

For three years this system 
has bîcn tried, but owing, partly to 
the greatly increased registration 4t 
Victoria, and partly 10 the feeling 
that valuable contacts between tlîc 
upper and lower years were beats 
lost, the ohler system has a~ain- bee.n 
officially adopted. : 

C. W. Leslie, president of the Vic- 
toria College students' Parliament 
believed the .system in use this year 
to be much the better plan. 

"It create.* a better fee ing between 
the years, and a more desirable spirit 
all round," lie stated. 

In Mr. Leslie's opinion the ideal sys- 
tem would bo ono in which each house 
would contain a proportionate num- 
ber of Seniors. Juniors, Sophomores.* 
and "Fresh"; This, a< Mr. LerJ.'o. îiâd 
previously informed us. was tho ulti- 
mate aim under lhi> present systemi:

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OUR passion for well-rounded education in such Hint we arc 
in ilAiltfèf of nianufacluriiiiî a nation of billiard balls, writes 
Dean \V. I. Nichols in n recent issue of the Atlantic Monthly. 

The Catalogue of any American collège «ives n fair idea of 
the final steps in the educational process as it is now applied. The 
student must first concentrate, or major, in one subject, and 
take several courses in that; then he must distribute, or minor, 
in other courses, taken from prescribed combinations of subjects. 
The, first will make him profound; the second will make liini 
broad. In nurd cases, however, ho must have studied a certain 
amount of Latin or Greek, to make him classical and modem 
languages in certain combinations to make him erudite. 

His body, as well as his mind, must undergo certain treat- 
ments at the same lime, He cannot matriculate until he bar, 
shown a certificate of vaccination. He cannot graduate until he 
has demonstrated his ability to swim. He must have fulfilled 
his physical-training requirements by taking part in an approved 
sport for at least three hours a week, by taking special corrective 
exercises if his posture is deficient, and by attending a séries of 
lectures on hygiene. 



FRESHMEN USHERS 

ODAY, at their noon hour lecture, the freshman class will be 
asked to co-operate on a scheme which former classes have 
taken as a privilege, namely that of ushering at the McGill games 
at the Stadium. Besides this they will have a scheme placed before 
them of ushering at the M.A.A.A. games. This is an innovation 
and will continue for this year only, as the M.A.A.A. Stadium 
having been burnt clown, the Athletic Board have shown a friendly 
gesture in allowing the M.A.A.A. to play on the Molson Stadium. 

For the last few years the Scarlet Key Society, who act as 
student hosts for ths Students' Society, have been responsible 
for. the ushering at the University games at the Stadium and 

I have received remuneration for it from the Athletic Board. With 
[ this sum of money they entertain such teams and distinguished 
visitors who come to the University. Last year after having 
fulfilled their scheme of entertainment they were able to hand 
over to the Students* Society a sum of nearly $200. All students 
are members of the Scarlet Key Society and thus the freshmen 
-by ushering at the games, did their share in the entertainment 
schema of the society. 

This year the Scarlet Key Society have, for a definite sum, 
undertaken to usher the M.A.A.A. games and will ask the fresh- 
men to co-operate with them on the extra, scheme. In. all there 
will be seven' games this season, the extra being those of the 
M.A.A.A. and their opponents. 

In all there will be 130 freshmen needed and" we feel that 
the Scarlet Key guaranteed their services prematurely. The 
Society was not formed as an instrument to make money for 
"\./~,he Students' Society. They undertook the ushering so that 
"Hhey might have a sum with which to do entertaining in the 
name of McGill. The sum they earn from the Athletic Board 
for the McGill games seemed to have been quite ample last year, 
considering the surplus handed over to the Students' Society. 

We heartily agree with the Scarlet Key offering their exec- 
utive and senior men to usher, but with regard to the freshmen 
it is more a matter for the Bureau of Appointments than the 
Scarlet Key Society. The latter method, we admit, is cheaper for 
the employers, but the co-operation of the freshmen as UBhers 
is neither a method of earning money for the Students' Society, 
nor an imposed duty for the abolition of hazing. 



INTELLECTUAL SNOBS 

AT this time of the year freshmen love to spend their time 
before and after lectures on the ste*> of the Arts building, 
presumably to absorb some of McGill's college atmosphere. The 
desire to absorb, college atmosphere is not to be condemned, the 
wish- to act, speak and look like a college man. is in fact, commend- 
able. There are, however, dangers into which the unwary stu- 
dent may fall. 

One of the greatest of these dangers, and one which in our 
opinion the student must guard against from the very beginning, 
is, intellectual snobbery. There are many kinds of snobbery, and 
intellectual snobbery is as bad as any. The correct definition 
of this term might be hard to give but as applied to the college 
man an intellectual snob may be assumed to be one who looks 
down upon and despises his fellow men who do not have a col- 
lege education. In extreme cases the snob may refuse to asso- 
ciate with any man whose education is not on a par with his own. 
At other times, we find the intellectual snob so parading his su- 
perior knowledge and intellectual powers that no ordinary man 
jcari .converse with him. 




Even many well-meaning undergraduates sometimes fall into 
the habits of intellectual snobbery. This may be due to a vari- 
ety of causes, chief of which might be mentioned the natural de- 
sire to show-off. However that may be, these students find op. 
graduation that they are handicapped in business life by the fact 
that they have to learn how to associate with men, often their 
•immediate superiors, who have not had the benefits of a college 
education. This, of course, is to the student's disadvantage since 
.he will find that in business his success will depend on his aabil 
ity to associate with all kinds of people. This the intellectual 
anob cannot do, for which reason he very often falls. 

The remedy is simple. The student should not shut opt 
the world when he enters the college gates. He should, oh the 
contrary, take some interest in life outside of college, make some 
contact with it, and strive to learn some of its ways. To be ab- 
sorbed in one's studies is a commendable thing ; to take an inter- 
est in college affairs is also much to be lauded ; to be the propa- 
gator of college spirit is at once an enjoyable and worthy ob- 
ject; but to be these things is not to be everything. After all 
ollége is only a preparatory school for the student. In it he 
Tbres for his place in life; and to succeed iu life the college 
an should study the ways of the world, should make his speech 
comprehensible to the uneducated man, should, moreover, re- 
move every trace of condescension from his manner when ad- 
dressing any commoner mortal than himself, in short should 
never parade his college education before anyone unless the oc- 
«asion demands it, for a college education stems' to anlagon/ze 
men against its owner. 



B.hold Qrt.k Ideal 

When lie émergea from tho atagea 
of this process ami receives tho Im- 
print of a college degree— behold, the 
Greek Ideal, healthy mind In healthy 
hody, and both as well rounded as can 
he. 

On the whole it Is a good thing that 
ha should he well rounded; at least, 
he will now ho able to roll smoothly 
ami comfortably through life. If ho 
was born Into.the world with normal 
Interests ami average abilities. If hlH 
main ambition la to obtain a good Job, 
settle down, pay his bills, nnd In othor 
ways beccme a. respectable member of 
the community, college will havo 
given him thç proper equipment. llln 
concentration will havo given him 
sufficient knowledge and training to 
hold his Job; his distribution will 
have endowed him with certain stim- 
ulating outside Interests to serve as 
rotreats from his Job; his social and 
athletic training will l\ave given him 
friends, and prepared him to spend his 
leisure time amia.bly. 

Some Not Spherical 

But occasionally there appear stu- 
dents with outstanding abilities and 
independent Interests who ought not 
to be made rpherlcal; who should be 
left as they are— elliptical, oblong, or 
tri-ar.gular. 

These are irregular and unusual 
students, and so it will be hard to 
speak of them in categories. But, on 
broad lines and with necessary quali- 
flcatlonr-lf can' be said tha t there are 
four classes of college students -who 
suffer most from the mass-production 
methods which American colleges 
have necessarily adopted to fit their 
students for their places in a mase- 
production world: — 

1. The true scholars — those who 
have a passion to go exploring In the 
world of ideas, tracing down the lost, 
mislaid, and undiscovered facts per- 
taining to some particular object. 

2. The adventurers— those who long 
to be off to explore the material 
world in airplanes, sailboats, and dog 
sleds, following the four winds, and 
sitting beside each of the seven seas. 

3. The artisans — those who are hap- 
piest when they are at work with 
their hands at tangible things, in 
farms, forests, labmoratorles, and 
workshops. 

4. The ''artlsti! — those who lake Joy 
in working with true colors, fragile 
harmonies, and graceful lines, striving 
after perfection in the creative arts. 

Th«»t Are Injured 
It Is to these tludenta that the In- 
stitutional training furnished by our 
colleges may be particularly harmful, 
f would appeal for them, and direct 
my appeal to parents, for it Is gener- 
ally au a result of porenllal Influence 
that they find thenistlves in college. 
In practically every case of serious 
maladjustment which I have discover 
ed among college students, I have 
come ultimately to the statement, '1 
didn't really want to come to college; 
I just did it to please the family. It 
develops that the student has been 
pursuaded into college by his parents 
and his contemporaries (who have In 
turn been influenced by their 
parents), and then found himself in 
an environment which Is totally un- 
sympathetic to him. 

"Tim* Out" Should Ba Given 
As long as any nunacadcmlc inter- 
est occupies first place In a boy's scale 
of values he should be given 'lime out' 
to investigate It before he Is sent to 
college. It may be that the boy will 
find that he is totally mistaken. A 
little actual experience on a farm may 
convince him that his Interest in 
ugrlcultjiro is not so deep as It once

reveal that Ills talent is not so great 
as ho fancied. Jn that caso, ho can al- 
ways return to college. But, until ho 
has cleared the way for himself, and 
convinced himself that he belongs in 
college ho will novcr approach his col- 
lego work with that singleness of pur- 
pose which brings succcaa and satis- 
faction. 

Jt is not a waste of time for a boy 
to spend a year aftor leaving pre- 
paratory uchool In fcuch experiment. 
Either he finds that ho likes his work 
and continues In it. or he finds that he 
dees not and comes to college with- 
out misgivings. In cither case, ho will 
have avoided the aimless nnd mean 
lngloxs collego years which ar* real 
Watte— a wasto of ml'nu-... 1 spirit, na 
well as time, for many students. There 
Is muoh taft> now of the djfllrablltty 



of sending boys In College earlier, but 
! have found that nomo of the best 
Eludent» tiro those who havo npen 
s(ino time 'knocking about' In the 
world, alter leaving prépara lory 
school. 

Scholar Out of Place 

It may seem an nnonii'ous thins I" 
say that tho true scholar ht out o 
p'aoo In our Institution* of higher 
■raining, but Fitch Is very frequently 
the caso. Ever ainc-j tho word went 
cul that a. collego' diploma v.-ns Ihe 
only possible pa SB -key to wealth, wis- 
dom, nnd social succès.», Ihe tush of 
students coming to collego for Irrelo- 
vnnt reasons has threatened to swamp 
the true scholar. In 1S93, tho enroll- 
ment In American colleges was d.OOO. 
Some of the. new arrivals enmo to 
snntch the technical training which 
would enable them to get good Jobs 
as quickly as possible; othora to mnko 
thnso contacts which arc believed to 
be profitable in eortain forms of busi- 
ness; others to postpone for four 
years the period of going to work; 
others to. take part In the hurly-burly 
of athletics, fraternities, nnd other 
undergraduate activities which con 
stHute college life; others, without 
any motive save that everybody else 
was doing it. 

Artiean is th* Terteiae 
The artisan . Is '.familiar, "Enough in 
every school, and alas, in every col- 
let.'. He is the tortoise of the c'ass, 
who struggles wearily on before the 
proUdlngs of his parents and hîs 
sthaVlmoîtera. In the discreet fast- 
ness of the faculty room, his masters 
will tell you that he is a complete 
moron. His mother, on the other hand, 
will assure you that he is really quite 
brilliant, only he is so shy and sensi- 
tive that his masters never know It, 
for he becomes tongue-tied in class 
and paralyzed in examinations. Often 
enough, both are wrong. If the boy 
can be found some afternoon (when 
he should be studying) engaged In 
conversation with a neighborhood 
farmer or chauffeur or rhoplteeper, it 
may be observed that he is neither 
stupid nor reticent. In fact, he may 
bo very wlso about' certain things, 
such ns farms, or gasoline engines, 
or boats, and ho can talk to you al- 
most with eloquence t about ..what 
makes the bees swaTmjj or. Ifl'l'at , «anses 
that sputter In your motdr car, ' or 
how to ahoot the nun mltlt a sextant. 
If you take the trouble to nsk, he will 
perhaps reveal to you his shy nmbl 
lion to become a ranger In tho govern 
ment forestry servl*e, to join the 
merchsnt marine, to he a dahy farm 
rr, or to set up In business with his 
printing press. 

Aviators a. Problem 
Tho problem of liie adventurer la 
very much akin to this problem of 
the artisan. One of tho greatest ques 
tions confronting the deans of Har 
vard, Yale, nnd Princeton is that or 
lindergrad.uate aviators. At I'rlncoton 
the students are no lunger allowed to 
have airplanes. At Yale, and Harvard 
undergraduate flying clubs ' flourish 
under very hike - warm official 
approval. In both communities, the 
clubs have become exceedingly pop 
ulnr. Tholr members ara adroit and 
export aviators, but, for tho most 
part, lamentable scholars. Tho acta 
demie mortality of members of tho 
flying clubs far outruns that of the 
pedestrian students; and naturally 
enough, for tho incmbcru spend so 
much of their llmo at Ihe airport 
that they aoon leiivc tholr atitdlea fa 
In arrears. It la a for more chaliousln 
thing to a bay of this temperament to 
obtain his pilot's license than lo labor 
all year for three dull (J'a and a D I 
his college courses. That bolng lb 
cose, would ho not, mora logically, b 
a student .it an aviation school that 
at Harvard or Yale? In tho end, ho 
might decide that a collego diploma 
Is oven more dcHlrublc than the pilot 
llconsc. If he dl<). ho could then dis- 
miss aviation from his nilnd, enter 
college, und settle down to work with- 
out any of the conflicts which now 
disturb hlni. 

Few Artists Produced 
It Is, I think, fair to say that the 
colleges have trained vory fow cre- 
ative nrtlsls In any field of art, with 
tho possible exception of literature. 
Even In that department It Is In- 
teresting to rqçnl}, Barrett "Wendell's 
complaint that,' during his twenty-

Most of us belong on the main 
oad.

I ap- 
peal for them because It Is moto Im- 
portant to our civilization that one po- 
tential artist like Shelley, one scholar 
like Gibbon, one artisan like Edison, 
one adventurer like Lindbergh, be 
kept out of college than that a 
thousand more Incipient junior execu- 
tives, J'h.D. candidates, and museum 
curators be let In.
